In tho event of 
the shot striking tho coal bunkers it 
would be u difficult matter to get at 
tho (ipuiiing from the interior of the 
vessel, but the Winchester plug 
makes provision for this. That is, 
ns explained, the ihot hole having 
been located, tho plug is lowered 
over the side of the hont ro tha vi. 
chiny of the opening, and the suc- 
tion of the water will tako hold of 
the an- ball and carry the ball into 
its place. Tho braces have already 
been adjusted to the size and thick- 
ness of the plate, and they automat- 
ically open after the cover has ad- 
justed itself over the break and hold 
the plug in place. This will almost 
stop the flow entirely, or, if the hole 
can bo got at irons tin inside, the 
plug can bo tightened by means of a 
nut and screw, entirely stopping the 
inflow.

Tbe simuitaneous scratch- 
ing of thirty-Jive or forty tlinty pen- 
cils in a single school room was sufflc- 
ieot to jar the nerves of an iron post. 


Then the handling of slates is very 


noisy during c'ass hours. And it was 
also a hardship for small children to 
carry large slates in cold and inclem- 
ent weather to and from their homes 


school. 
Paper is now so cheap 


that tu use instead of slates will be

Opals were in considera 
i>Ie use in Venice during the plague 
and. it was noticed rbere in the bos 
pitals that before death the ston 
would somericQes brighten upon th 
vicstint's finger. It sever seemed to 
occur to the people that the illness 
could produce a glow of color. They 
took is for granted that the stone 
occasioned the illness. As a matter 
of fact, opals are affected by heat 
«ven by that of the hasd. and ttu, 
fever, being ar its height just before 
death, caused the color to shine with 
nuwonted clearness. This confirmee 
the superstition, and to this dav 
there are sane and ablebodied people 
•wi.o believe that a chip of stone in 
the house can cause calamities. 


'•Probably another reason for the 


distrust excited in opals is the fact 
tbat tliey ciangfa .ird lose their col- 
or. That is due to the softness and 
porousness of the material and its 
capacity both for absorbing water 
aud parting with-what it haa, one of 
^Mch tends to make it dull and the 
other chalky and opaque. They have 
been known to be carefully nnt and 
laid away, and upon opening the 
paper had crumbled into dust- with- 
in a few -weeks. A species of opal 
known as the hydrophane, found in 
small quantities lately in Colorado, 
*ia5 ^* GEttorful powers of absorption. 
Is its rtsoai state it is of yello-wish, 
•waxy tint, but when water is drop- 
ped upon it the tint passes slowlv 
away, and frota being translucent 
It becomes transparent. On expos- 
ure T» the air the water evaporates 
in an hour, leaving- tha stone as it 
•was before."—Washington Posr.
